Addressing a joint session 
of the senate and house at 4 o’clock this afternoon 
the president set forth.his recommendations for 
legislation to cope with the high cost of living. 
Thanks to complete co-operation between 
the Republican and Democratic leaders there was 
a quorum of both houses. The leaders had kept 
the telegraph and long distance telephone wires 
busy all night with the result that when the house 
met at noon a quorum was in attendance and it 
was found possible to secure favorable action on 
the joint resolution authorizing the session. AH 
afternoon members arriving on various trains 
with the result that before the time for the joint 
session fullv two thirds of tho house membership 
was in Washington.
